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REGULATIONS OF THE COMMITTEE OF 
MANAGEMENT. 


Mabe December 11, 1886. 


1.—AU orders whatever for the government and regulation of the 


Academy emanate from the Committee of Management, whose 
decisions are delivered through their Chairman to the different 
officers of the establishment. 


11.—All branches of Music are taught in the Academy, and Students 


may choose any one of these for their principal study. Should 
the branch for which a Male Student enters be Composition, 
Organ, Pianoforte, or Harp, he may be required to learn, in 
addition, any orchestral instrument the Committee may choose 
for him. 

All Students are required to learn Harmony and Pianoforte. 

All are required to attend the Sight-Singing Class, and, when 
competent, to take part in the Orchestral and Choral Practices, 
in the Quartet and Accompaniment Classes, and in all public 
performances of the Academy. j 

If the branch for which a Student enters be Singing, he or 
she is required to attend the Elocution Class. 


No Student can be admitted who does not purpose to remain for 
at least a year in the Academy. 


111,—The academic year consists of Thirty-six weeks, divided into Three 


Terms :—In 1892-98 the Michaelmas Term commences on 
Thursday, 29th September, and closes on Wednesday, 21st 
December, 1892; the Lent Term commences on Thursday, 12th 
January, and closes on Wednesday, 29th March, 1893, and the 
Midsummer Term commences on Thursday, 27th April, and 
closes on Wednesday, 26th July, 1893. 

The corresponding Half-Terms commence 10th November, 
1892, 23rd February, 1893, and 15th June, 1898. 

The Fee payable on application for the Entrance Examination 
is 1 Guinea. Successful Candidates pay as an Entrance Fee a 
further sum of 4 Guineas. The Fee for the entire course of Study 
is 11 Guineas per Term. 

The Course of Instruction includes Two Weekly Lessons in a 
Principal Study ; one in a Second Study, when deemed desirable by 
the Principal; one in Elocution, for Singers; and the advantages of 
the Sight-Singing Class, the Violin Quartet and Accompaniment 
Classes, and the Orchestral and Choral Practices. 

An extra Fee of 4 Guineas a Term for One Lesson a Week, 
or 7 Guineas a Term for Two Lessons a Week, is paid by 
Students who pursue an additional Principal Study. 


All Fees must be paid in advance. 
IV.—Notice must be given of the withdrawal of a Student. 
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PRIVILEGES OF SUBSCRIBING MEMBERS. 


FIRST CLASS. 








Contributors of 100 guineas in one payment, or 10 guineas 
annually, have the privilege of being present at, and of introducing 
three persons to, all the Concerts, Orchestral and Choral Practices, 
Lectures, and Distributions of Prizes of the Institution. 


SECOND CLASS. 


Contributors of 50 guineas in one payment, or 5 guineas ann ually, 
have the privilege of being present, and of introducing two persons, on 
the occasions above-mentioned. 


THIRD CLASS. 


Contributors of 25 guineas in one payment, or 8 guineas annually, 
have the privilege of being present, and of introducing one person, on 


the occasions above-mentioned. 


FOURTH CLASS. 


Contributors of 12 guineas in one payment, or 1 guinea annually, 
have the privilege of being present on the occasions above-mentioned. 


All classes of Subscribing Members are eligible for election on the 
Board of Directors. 
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XI.—No Student is allowed to publish any Composition without the 
sanction of the Principal, and a copy of all Compositions published 
with his sanction must be presented to the Library of the 
Academy. 

XII.—Any infringement or violation of the Regulations, or any dis- 
creditable or improper conduct, will subject the Student, at the 
discretion of the Committee, to dismissal from the Institution. 


XIII.—On leaving the Academy, or during the Term next after leaving, 


Students may undergo an Examination. Ifthe Examination prove 
satisfactory they will receive a Certificate of their qualification. 
Pupils who have not studied for more than a year in the Academy 
shall not be considered eligible for this Examination. Applications 
on this subject cannot be received later than the next Term after 
a pupil leaves the Institution.

EXTRACT FROM THE BYE-LAWS OF 
THE ROYAL ACADEMY OF MUSIC, 


Mane DECEMBER 6, 1887. 


A.—Students who show special merit and ability in the examination 
referred to in Regulation XIII. of the 11th of December, 1886, 
of the Committee of Management shall receive the additional 
distinction of being elected, by the Directors, Associates of the 
Institution. 


Associates of the Royal Academy of Music, and Associates elected 
under this rule, and no other persons, shall be entitled to the 
use after their names of the initials A.R.A.M. 


B.—Students who distinguish themselves in the musical profession 
after quitting the Institution, may be elected, by the Directors, 
Fellows of the Royal Academy of Music. 

The number of Fellows of the Royal Academy of Music shall be 
limited to one hundred. 

Fellows of the Royal Academy of Music, and no other persons, 
shall be entitled to the use after their names of the initials 
R.A.M. 


D.—Honorary Members appointed by the Committee of Management, 
in virtue of the power expressly conferred upon them by the 
Charter, and no other persons, shall be entitled to the use after 
their names of the expression ** Hon. R.A.M.” 

The above Regulations are made by the Directors, acting under 

the Charter given by his late Most Gracious Majesty King George IV. 
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V.—The Operatic Class, for the Study of the lyrical drama, is open to 
composers, singers, and accompanists. Students already accepted 
in the Academy are admitted to this class on payment ot an 
additional fee of £1 115, 6d. a Term. Students who discontinue 
their General Studies may remain in this Class on payment of a 
fee of 3 Guineas a Term. 

VI. —The Classes for the English, Italian, French, and German 
languages may be attended by the Students on payment of an 
additional fee of 1 Guinea a Term for any class. 

The Class for Deportment may be attended by the Students 
on payment of an additional fee of Fifteen Shillings a Term. 

The Classes for Dancing and Stage Dancing may be attended 
by the Students on payment of an additional fee of 1 Guinea per 
Term for either class. 

VII.—Students are admitted at the commencement of each Term and 
Half-Term. Candidates for admission at the Michaelmas, Lent, 
and Midsummer Terms of 1892-98 must attend for examination,” 
bringing music they can perform, on Monday, the 26th September, 
at 11 o’clock, Tuesdays, 10th January, at 11 o’clock, and 25th 
April, at 2 o'clock, respectively; and for the Half-Term on 
Mondays, 7th November, 20th February, and 12th June, respec- 
tively, at 2 o'clock. 

Candidates residing at a distance from London may obtain 
information and advice respecting the Academy from any of the 
Local Representatives (see list, pages 4, 5, and 6). 

VIII.—Students are required on entering the Academy to sign an 
Agreement binding themselves to keep all the rules of the 
Academy, to obey those in authority over them, strictly to carry 
out the course of study appointed by the authorities of the 
Academy, and to attend for that purpose the whole academic 
year. The Father or Guardian of the Student will be required 
to sign a minute of approval appended to the Agreement binding 
him to pay the fees for the year. Students who are members of 
the Band or Choir must attend all Orchestral and Choral Practices 
and Rehearsals; and every Student, without exception, must 
attend all Public Performances whether or not they be members 
of the Band or Choir.

The successful Candidate will be entitled to 
the benefit of the Scholarship funds for three years, subject to the 
usual conditions, which time, in cases of exceptional talent, may be 
extended to four years, at the discretion of the Committee. The 
Committee have power to withhold the Scholarship in any year upon 
the report of the Examiners that no fit Candidate has appeared.
